fornia.

Kirk, chairman of the Desert 
Hospital District. He serves as 
chairman of a temporary execu­ 
tive committee which will direct 
further steps in the organization 
and preparation of legislative 
programs at a conference in San 
Francisco on January 24. 
SERVING AS MEMBERS of the 
committee arc O. A. Torgerson. 
Cathedral City: H. H. Yakev. 
Vista; Otto Kuehl, Paso Robles: 
C.erald Gill. Clayton: Mrs. Roy 
Jback. Mill Valley; David Gil­ 
more. San Leandro, who serves as 
secretary of the group; VV. H. 
Reed. Chest: and V. K. Meedom, 
Cresceenf City. 
All hut nine of the districts 
which have been formed under 
far-reaching legislation adopted 
here four years ago. were repre­ 
sented at the meeting which was 
sponsored by the newly formed 
Desert Hospital District. Obser­ 
vers were present from areas now 
onsidering creation of districts. 
OTHER MEMBERS of the Des­ 
ert Hospital District and directors 
of the Community Hospital here 
served as hosts to the visiting 
delegates. 
Reports presented to the con­ 
ference showed that the hospital 
plan has met with general ap­ 
proval 
throughout 
California, 
with only one or two elections 
failing. Most of the election pro­ 
posals for formation of the dis­ 
tricts carried by overwhelming 
odds similar to the l l 1,* to 1 
margin in the local voting.

Survey N e a r Here 
Preliminary hearings on a zon­ 
ing measure for the Cathedral 
City area will he held in that 
city hefore the end of tlie month 
if present plans of county plan­ 
ners materialize. 
J. L. Lewis, president of Ca­ 
thedral City chamber of com­ 
merce, W. R. Hjllery and Claude 
Cobb, presented their appeal for 
a detailed zoning act under pro 
visions of the new county-wide 
basic zoning ordinance prac­ 
tically while the ink was still 
wet on that document. 
WITHIN THREE HOURS after 
supervisors adopted the land-use 
measure a week ago Friday, the 
Cathedral request was filed with 
Tyler Suess. county planner, the 
latter said Friday. 
Suess revealed that Lewis. Hil- 
lerv and Cobh asked that busi­ 
ness. commercial, industrial and 
agricultural zones be activated 
in the 26-mile area as provided 
for under the new ordinance. 
Boundaries of the area under 
consideration are not definite hut 
they would generally include the 
area between Cathedral City and 
Palm Springs on the west, be­ 
tween Cathedral City and In­ 
dian Wells on the east, between 
Cathedral City and Highway 99 
on the north and take in much of 
the mountain area to the south 
of the city. 
SUESS SAID the planning com 
mission would begin work on a 
land use survey in the area im ­ 
mediately and try to hold prelim­ 
inary meetings in the Cathedral 
Citv area this month. 
th e Cathedral City request for 
detailed zoning is not entirely 
new. A cimilar proposal was un­ 
tier consideration by the plan­ 
ning commission hefore th e 
county-wide basic zoning ordi­ 
nance was considered.

Fred Duffy yesterday said that 
the county car ho uses to cover 
(he Palm Springs township, is 
now equipped with two-way 
radio which will greatly facili­ 
tate service of this department. 


State Division of Forestry at 
Cathedral City Sunday afternoon 
afternoon answered two calls at 
approximately the same time, 
both north of Palm Springs. The 
first, was supposedly a truck fire 
five miles north of the city limits 
but no trace of a flaming lorry 
could be found by firemen. 
Shortly after that another call, 
supposedly attended lo by Ihe 
Beaumont' division, was received 
of a hurtling car. This call was 
answered by the same crew and 
found to he an actuality—a flam­ 
ing 1934 Buick sedan was found 
on Highway 111 just south of the 
underpass at the turnoff of High- 
wav 99. 
The state men were able lo find 
no trace of anybody connected 
with the hurtling vehicle either 
at the scene of tito fire or by 
subsequent investigation. Dam­ 
age was estimated at about $300 
to the automobile which was al­ 
most demolished.
